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NINETIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


HE substance of the report of the Board of Managers is as follows: 
The debt has been paid, and a small balance is in hand with which to begin the 

new year. 

The total cash receipts have been $242,488, and the balance to the new year is $27,477. 

The total issues of the year, at home and abroad, amount to 2,236,755. Of these 940,367 
were issued from the Bible House in New York, and 1,296,338 from the Society’s Agencies 
abroad, being printed on mission presses in China, Japan, Siam, Syria, and Turkey. These 
figures show an increase over those of a year ago amounting {to 405,659, and are the largest 
in the Society’s history. 

The total issues of the Society in ninety years amount to seventy-eight million five 
hundred and nine thousand five hundred and twenty-nine (78,509,529) copies. 

The total number of local Bible societies sharing burdens and recognized as auxiliaries 
is 541. 


The Society is, first of all, a home missionary organization. Its one great estab- 
lishment for the printing of the Scriptures is in this country The work of its auxiliaries is 
fundamentally a part of its own activities. This must be continually realized. Through 
them it ministers to the immigrants, to the strangers in cities, and to many needy regions 
of the country. A very considerable proportion of the offerings taken in churches for the 
Bible Society is used in the work of its auxiliaries, and this has been one of the historic 
methods of ministering to the needs of the United States. 

It is also in co-operation with the home missionary activities of the Protestant churches, 
making grants of Scriptures in whole or in part tothem. It sends out thousands and tens 
of thousands of Bibles for Sunday schools on special rates to meet the needs of those who 
are unable to pay even the cost of the Bibles and Testaments which they use. It makes 
grants of Pulpit Bibles to new churches in all parts of the land. Its gifts for the blind © 
form a beneficence that cannot be estimated. It places in the hands of many interested 
workers in various parts of the land Scriptures for “sale and distribution” to reach those 

‘ who are unable to pay even the value of the books themselves. It has a special Agency 
ee among the colored people of the South, and has under consideration plans for other such 
activities where the auxiliary system has ceased to be effective. It sells its Scriptures w <a 
= out profit and simply for the benefit of the people. It could use a very much larger income 
for its domestic work alone, which is more needed than one churches as a whole begin —

Mr. McLaughlin has been in the Philippines — 
since 1900, in connection with the Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, from wnose serv- 
ice he has retired to take up this work.

T is asignificant fact that the Methodist Publishing 
House at Lucknow, according to Bishop Frank 
W. Warne, D.D., in an article in the Western 
Christian Advocate in connection with the celebration 
of the jubilee of Methodist missions in India, considers 
its chief work the dissemination of the Word of God. 
Bishop Warne writes: “English Bibles of all kinds 
are sold to reach the resident English people and the 
large and ever-increasing number of native people 
who know English and who have a hunger for 
English books. Then there are in the native lan- 
guages Bibles, Testaments, and separately bound 
portions, some of which sell at one pice (half a cent) 
each. Our preachers, workers, and colporteurs con- 
stitute the agents, and the bazaars and me/as furnish 
the opportunity for getting these Bibles into the 
hands of the millions ot India.” 


HE bane of every benevolent enterprise is de- 
lay. A great many people intend to send in 
gifts that will carry the work farther afield, but 

are hindered in carrying out the intention. One of 
the missionary magazines for May gives an incident 
that has point. An old African chief, who had long 
known the fame of white men, but had never seen 
one, said to a missionary who at last reached his hut: 
Oh, white man, I cannot remember when I did not 
know of your power and your learning. Why did 
not you come sooner? You have come now, and 
these eyes are too blind to see you; these ears are too 
deaf to hear you. If you have a message to give, give 
it to the young men. You are too late for me!” The 
man with the Bible, whether in our own town, or 
county, or state, or in the foreign field, must always 
be too late forsome. Let us see to it that no slack- 
ness of ours causes delays which might have been 
avoided. 


ITH regret we have to announce the death, 
at sea on May 14th, of the Rev. Benjamin 
Labaree, D.D., of Urumia, Persia, mission- 

ary of the Presbyterian Board. Dr. Labaree has been 
a faithful and efficient co-laborer with the Bible So- 
ciety for many years, both in the revision of the 
Syriac Bible and as a correspondent supervising Bible 
distribution in western Persia. He first went to Persia 
in 1860, He was seventy-two years old at the time 
of his death and was on his way to the United States 
for surgical treatment. The Bible Society enjoys the 
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privilege of being in close relations with missions and 
missionaries; but the privilege of close relations 
carries with it association in the sorrow and deep ~ 
sense of loss caused by such a bereavement.

EXERCISES AT THE BIBLE HOUSE. 


Dr. Mackenzie was delegate from the General As-

The Rey. Dr. Stimson spoke of the assured perma- 
nence {of the Bible Society. The Society will live 
because the reason for its existence is constant. So 
long as people see that the character of men is close- 
lyfconnected with their use of the Bible, they will 
support the Bible Society. In illustration of this point 
Dr. Stimson described a letter which he had seen 
from Elias Boudinot, the first President of the Bible 

~Society, to a gentleman charged with the business 
affairs of a lady from whom Mr. Boudinot wished to 
buy a piece of land. The letter explained that this 
land would shortly increase very much in value owing 
to facts not yet publicly known. Mr. Boudinot wrote 
in order to make sure that in purchasing the land he 
should not injure the interests of the lady. Sucha fine 
sense of honor and righteousness Mr. Boudinot owed 
to his constant study of the Bible. So long as the 
Bible produces high qualities of character in those 
who live by its precepts, the people will rally to the 
support of the Bible Society. 

The Rev. Dr. Remensnyder pointed out man’s per- 
manent need of the Bible because (1) it reveals God 
to man; (2) it contains authoritative rules of life, 
and (3) itis a molder of character. So long as these 
characteristics are recognized in it, the Bible will be 
sought after. There is no danger that it will be 
outgrown; the danger is that men will cease to feel 
their needs and will neglect it. The earnestly desired’ 
revival of religion in the United States can be brought — 
about by one method—that is, by constant effort to 
lead the people to read the Bible and let it shape 
their lives. 

‘The Rev. Dr. Hurlbut spoke on the growing strength © 


! 
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of the,Bible’Society. It is not effete inits age. In its 
ninetieth year it issues twenty per cent more Scrip- 
tures than in any previous year. This shows that the 
Bible is not losing its hold on the people. Why should 
people buy it if they are losing interest init? Take 
up any five of the most popular novels of the day and, 
all together, they do not sell more than one-fifth as 
many copies in their first year as the Bible sells every 
year. After the first year sales of these books tall off ; 
but sales of the Bible increase from year to year. He 
was confident that the circulation in 1905 was fully 
12,000,000 copies. He illustrated the hold of the 
Bible upon the people by the incident of a Chicago 
daily paper having had the whole of the revised New 
Testament telegraphed to it for its Sunday edition 
when the revision appeared, twenty years ago. The 
Bible is the book of the people. It will stand forever. 
The Rev. Dr. Mackenzie spoke of the revelation 
which missions make of the preciousness of the Bible 
to people of all lands. He described an African 
woman who had obtained a portion of the Bible 
published by the American Bible Society. She could 
not read, but was learning. She carried her little book 
of Scripture with her at all times and would not be 
separated from it, having it carefully wrapped in 
waterproof coverings, and looking forward to the 
time when she would be able to read it herself. He 
likened the Bible Society to the part of the rear guard of 
the army which is intrusted with the most precious of 
itsmunitions. It may be attacked, but if attack comes 
the whole army will rally to its support and defense. 
Among the representatives of auxiliary societies, 
Mr. E. S. Wolle, of the Pennsylvania Bible Society, 
spoke of that society as auxiliary, but in the sense 
that a mother is to a daughter, for it is several years 
older than the National Society. It carries on a poly- 
glot work, distributing the Bible in forty-eight lan- 
guages. As a Moravian, Mr. Wolle also presented 
the salutations of the Herrnhut Bible Society, which 
has just endowed America with a version of the Bible 
in the Moskito Janguage of Nicaragua. Mr. Washing- 
ton West, delegate from the St. Claire County Bible 
Society of Illinois, spoke warmly of his love for the 
Bible. No other book, he said (holding up his Bible), 
could have led him to come a thousand miles to 
attend a meeting of the society that publishes it. The

THE ARCHBISHOP OF RIO ON BIBLE READING. 


ENTION was made in the Record for May of 
M unwonted interest in Bible reading on the 
part of Roman Catholics in Brazil. We now 
give a translation of the essential parts of a pastoral 
letter on Bible reading from the Cardinal Archbishop 
of Rio de Janeiro, which was alluded to in the May 
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cordial manner, presented the salutations of the 
Schenectady County Bible Society, New York. It 
carries on its work under the shadow of the build- 
ings of Union College, the scene of the labors of the 
Rev. Dr. Eliphalet Nott, who had so important a part 
in the work of the convention which organized the 
American Bible Society. Mr. W. W. Woodward, of 
the Sussex County Bible Society, New Jersey, de- 
scribed the work and the aspirations of that society, 
and made the surprising and disquieting statement 
that in its canvass it has found more Americans than 
foreigners in the county who were destitute of the 
Bible. The Rev. J. R. Thompson, from the Newburg 
Bible Society, and Mr. C. D. Leverich, delegate from 
the Long Island Bible Society, presented the saluta- 
tions of those bodies; Mr. Leverich remarking that it 
had been a great pleasure to him to serve for a long 
time as one of the auditors who examine and pass 
upon the accounts of the American Bible Society. 
The Rev. Mr. Aiken represented the New Hampshire 
Bible Society, and Mr. E. T. Garland the Maine — 
Bible Society. ; 
The delegates from the Manhattan Congregational 
Association, the Rev. Dr. W. J. Peck, Secretary of 
the Long Island Bible Society, the Rev. Dr. Lewis, of 
the American Tract Society, and the Rev. Mr. Testa, 
of the Italian Congregational Church in Brooklyn, in 
presenting official salutations, spoke felicitously of 
their personal feeling toward the Bible Society. s 
The Rev. Dr. Pratt, translator of the Spanish Bible 
(modern version), made an earnest appeal for the 
publication by the American Bible Society of the 
revision of the Spanish Bible. This would give the 
book in an acceptable form to sixty millions of 


’ Spanish-speaking people throughout’the world, from 


the West Indies to the Philippines, and from Califor- 
nia to Patagonia. The Bible in modern form is the 
only possible salvation of the Spanish race. ‘ 

The Rev. Dr. W. W. Atterbury laid before the 
Society tor its information an autograph letter from 
Elias Boudinot, the first President of the Bible So- 
ciety, in which Mr. Boudinot expresses in a fervent 
manner his hopesand aspirations respecting the future 
of the ‘‘ general Bible Society.’’ The Society asked 
for a copy of this important letter for its archives.

‘fthe Christian home. And behold! God causes to 
yppear the saving idea of the reading of the Word 
}ivinely inspired and written in this sacred book that 

; called the Holy Gospel—divine fount whence are 
soured all things good into society, the family, the 
come, into the heart and soul—not only as precious 
od for piety, but also as an intense light for the 
intelligence, peace and harmony for the heart, com- 
ort and consolation for the soul. Oh! if all men 
would become acquainted with, and love, and medi- 
ate in, the Holy Gospels ! What rule purer or holier, 
‘vhat road safer for the man in public or in private, 
pnd the politician, than the truth come down from 
«eaven, preached and taught by the mouth of God 
und registered in the Gospels? And yet, who would 
yay so? This inestimable treasure has been in these 
last times almost universally forgotten. A thou- 
sand times blessed, therefore, those who foster this 
movement and propagate the reading of ¢he Holy 
zospels. 

This reading is more necessary to-day than ever. 
All are acquainted with the evil skepticism charac- 
seristic of the age, seeing it has touched all classes ; 
‘he evil which deadens souls and kills even in the 
most vigorous hearts the movings of faith and the 
sentiments of piety, leaving them enervated and 
olunged into the dark abysses of unbelief. 

Another evil, no less pernicious, aas inoculated so- 
siety, attacking by preference the wealthiest classes ; 
an evil of which the prophet Elias complained bitterly 
—the reconciliation of light and darkness, of God 
and Belial—which is what they do who invent an 
easy religion in accord with their own ease and inter- 

sts; a Catholicism without sacraments, without 

ortifications, aud without sacrifices—in short, w7¢h- 
be Jesus Christ. Very well; these errors, so abom- 
nable and humiliating, are triumphantly combated 
the reading and meditation of the Gospels. There 
he divine authority impresses itself on all intelli- 
ences, affirming truths that cannot be spoken against 
1 which do not admit of a shadow of doubt. There 
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the same Jesus, our Lord, gentle and kind, transforms 
the severity of his moral principles and the sacri- 
fices of his counsels into the softness and enchant- 
ment of a pure and holy love. 

Jesus, showing by the efficacy of his example, the 
example of his life, by the humiliation of his cross, 
shows that the Christian life without sacrifices, with- 
out mortifications, without humiliations, without love 
to God, writing itself in ciphers of mere exteriors, of 
acts and conventions, is a badly disguised paganism, 
an impudent dissimulation, unworthy of him. Let, 
therefore, the holy book of the Gospels be read and 
meditated. By this reading and meditation souls are 
fortified, faith becomes fervent, hope is reanimated, 
and charity expands, sublime in unspeakable trans- 
ports of love.

Providentially opportune then is the appearance, in 
our very dear city of Rio de Janeiro, of the handsome 
and suggestive volume which has just come forth, con- 
taining the four Gospels of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
translated into the Portuguese tongue by an illustri- 
ous and zealous member of the congregation of the 
mission, . . . and beautified and enriched with 
some one hundred explanatory engravings. 

We caused this work to be examined by a distin- 
guished and learned priest, who wrote for us as to 
its orthodox value and literary merit the following 
opinion, which we reproduce here with pleasure : 

“ By order of the most excellent and most reverend 
Archbishop of Rio de Janeiro, I read with deepest 
attention and examined the new translation of the 
Holy Gospels into Portuguese, which a priest of the 
mission intends to publish with numerous engravings 
andexplanations. The reading of the new translation 
was for me a real spiritual treat. In my humble 
judgment it is difficult to combine better, with a literal 
faithfulness to the sacred text, a plain style, though of 
a quiet elegance, the lack of which has been noted 
and mourned over by many in the few translations 
known until now. Softening the untranslatable Latin 
idioms, Hellenisms, and Hebraisms, etc., which make 
laborious and less grateful the lesson of the sacred 
letters, the newJtranslation sought, and, in my opinion, 
achieved in making this lesson, so precious and 
necessary, accessible and agreeable to all Christians. 
This is what I judge myself able to attest, with all 


reserves as to my;limited competence.”’,

At the moment ia which we write these words of 
approval and praise of the work of popularizing the 
reading of the Holy Gospels, we think it opportune to 
make salient that this attitude of ours must never be 
confounded with the propaganda which our separated 
brethren, the Protestants, very actively carry on. 
They, faithful to their principles, wish to substitute 
the Gospel for the Church. They hold that they find 
in the Gospels directly and exclusively the dogma of 
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faith and the rules of living. Not so we Catholics ; 
for us the Gospel, instead of taking the place of the 
teaching, the living word of the Holy Catholic Church, 
makes us understand, and very much so, that it is 
this same holy and infallible teaching that presents it 
(the Gospel) to us as a sacred book inspired by God. 
As only the Church makes patent the signs which she 
possesses in herself ot her divinity, so the Church, 
and she alone, by her infallible word gives us certainty 
of the origin and divine character of the book of the 
Gospels, a problem, for the Protestants, always 
unsolved, Never, therefore, can the Gospels replace 
the Churcb, nor even ve presented as the only and 
immediate rule at faith. 

This does not hinder us, however, from warmly 
recommending to all the faithful the reading of the 
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Sacred Writings, provided that the precautions which 
the Church counsels and exacts be kept and respected. 

Let us read the Holy Gospels, and, with the eyes of 
the soul fixed on the divine Jesus, who teaches every- 
one by his words and deeds, let us turn loving looks 
also to the Church, his divine bride, which, having 
come from his heart, is closely united to him and lives 
by his lite.

\ | R. MILNE has sent us his annual report, and 
we give some extracts from it below, leaving, 
however, the main portion for our readers to 

examine later in the Annual Report af the Society. 
Mr. Milne commences his report with a declaration of 
principles which is worth noting. He writes: 


“The servant of the Lord must not strive, but be 
gentle unto all men, apt te teach, forbearing, in meek- 
ness instructing them that oppose.” ‘Let us not be 
desirous of vain glory, provoking one anotber.” Re- 
garding these apostolic precepts as embodying some 
of the governing principles that ought to characterize 
all Christian labor, from the first we have incorporat- 
ed them in our general instructions to colporteurs, as 
illustrative of the spirit in which the work of the 
American Bible Society is conducted. We have a 
strong conviction that a large share of the friction, 
rivalry, and overlapping in Gospel work, with conse- 
quent grievances and waste of funds, has arisen from 
ignoring these injunctions. Here is one cause of the 
slow advancement of the Kingdom ot our Lord and 
the fulfillment of his repeated prayers for his followers 
that they all may be perfected into one, “that the 
world may know that thou didst send me and lovest 
them.” 


During the year, the work of which is now under 
review, Mr. Milne was absent from his field on fur- 
lough some eight months, and from the central agency 
in Buenos Ayres fully ten months. In his absence 
the general oversight of the whole work was taken up 
by Mr, Herbert Jordan, and it is with sincere gratitude 
that we are able to report that there has been no fall- 
ing off either in circulation or in proceeds from sales, 
On the contrary, whereas for the preceding year re- 
trenchment compelled us to report a decrease of 


a few tactful remarks the Spaniard was led to list 


nearly 5,000 books and more than $5,000 ia gold in the 
amount of proceeds, the figures for last year show 
this lapse more than made good. In both of these 
respects there has been an advance over all past 
years, and this notwithstanding the fact that we have 
been working under a somewhat diminished appro- 
priation. 
An Inviting Field. 

During the forty-two years of the history of this 
Agency the field was never soinviting as at the present 
moment. The fruits of the work done years ago are 
becoming manifest from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from the Isthmus of Panama to the Straits of Ma- 
gellan. At Punta Arenas (Sandy Point) the labors of 
ahumble man witha few Bibles and one visit of a 
missionary resulted in the organization of a church, 
in 1902, with forty-seven members. To-day we find 
there a fine church property, a former colporteur of 
this Society as pastor, and 289 church members—all 
the fruit, by God’s blessing, of that visit of the one 
man carrying Bibles, 

There is now no place within the limits of the La 
Plata field where the Scriptures may not be freely 
offered for sale, and never before was there sucha 
disposition among the people to buy. Never were 
we so well prepared to go forward if the resources a 
the Society were such as to warrant an advance. 


Colporteur Work. 

Wecan give only a few incidents from the many rea 
ported by colporteurs in various parts of this broac 
field. In the province of Buenos Ayres a colporteu 
met a young Spaniard who, on being offered a Bible 
scoffed at the book and ridiculed the colporteur. B:

while the colporteur read from the book of Proverb 
“The fear of the Lord is the beginning ot wisdom, 
etc. By the time the chapter was finished the your 
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/man’s interest was aroused and he bought a Bible. 

About a week later the colporteur called upon the 

-young Spaniard again and found him preparing to 

‘leave for Spain. Through the reading of the Bible 
his conscience had been awakened, the words of 

Solomon had recalled to his mind the counsels ot his 
aged father and mother, which he had repeatedly dis- 
regarded, his heart had been softened, and he was 
now about toreturn to his parents. God has declared 
that his Word shall not return to him void. Here is 
an illustration of the truth of the saying that the Book 
works. 

A correspondent who takes charge of the deposi- 
tory and Bible work in the province of Cordoba, 
gives one more incident illustrating how the Word it- 
self isan instrument often used in awakening and 
illuminating darkened hearts. One woman, now a 
regular attendant at the evangelical services, was 
converted during this year by chance listening to the 
reading of the Bible by a neighbor. She could not 
read herself, but what she heard aroused her curiosity, 
and she commenced attending the services in order to 
learn more. 

There is a Welsh colony in the Chubut District 
(embracing the whole of Patagonia), and the Rev. 
Esau Evans has done good work with his Bible wagon 
throughout the whole of this region. His field is large 
and very sparsely populated. He has paid a visit to 
the newly formed Boer colony, near Comodoro Reva- 
davia. They gave him a very hearty welcome, listen- 
ing joyfully to his preaching, for they had not heard a 
sermon since they left Atrica two years ago, They 
also brought their children to be baptized—a ministry 
which Mr. Evans was pleased to perform for them. 
They gave him orders tor Bibles in Dutch, and at one 
of the services they took up a collection for the Amer- 
ican Bible Society. These Boer colonists are coming 
over from Africa in companies of 300 and 400. ; 


Uruguay: ; 

In Uruguay prolonged political strife has rendered 

Bible work impracticable for a number of years, It is 
pleasant to be able to say that during the past year some 
substantial distribution has been effected. Mr. Suarez, 
ot Montevideo, has made a vigorous canvass in the city 
and vicinity and in the country extending northward 
‘as far as the Brazilian frontier. Some other Chris- 
tian workers, both in the capital and in the interior, 
have rendered help to the work of the Society. When 
the churches at home are able to send laborers to 
these places were the Scriptures have been distribu- 
ted, there will be found a soil prepared and waiting 
for the preacher. 

Mr. J. H. L. Ewen, one of our correspondents in 
Uruguay, says: “ Multitudes in this spiritually neglect- 
ed land have turned jaway from Roman superstition 
to open and avowed infidelity. They may always be 


reasoned with from the Scriptures, a book which 
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many of them had never before heard of. At the 
close of one of our open-air meetings, during the fair 
at Montevideo, a man asked us to go to his house and 
see a book which he had bought a few weeks before. 
We accompanied him and found that it was one of 
your Bibles! He had read more than half through 
the Old Testament, and it had made both him and 
his wife concerned about their eternal welfare and 
glad to hear the gospel.” 
Chili. 

“Tn Chili’ Mr. Wenburg, the sub-agent says, 
“thousands of copies of the Scriptures circulated in 
the past are now bearing fruit. Never before has 
there been such a demand for the Word of God, nor 
so much study of it. The Scriptures have been on 
sale all along the Chilian coast, from Pisagua to Punta 
Arenas in the Magellan Straits. A considerable part 
of the distribution has been done through correspond- 
ence, and three colporteurs have been employed, 
besides myself.” 

An interesting incident related by one of the col- 
porteurs was in connection with his visit to San Fer- 
nando, where a new church has been organized under 
the name of the Chilian National Evangelical Church. 
A man in that town received a Bible from a friend. 
He began to read it as he would any other book, but 
he soon made the discovery that he was a lost man. 
He ceased to pray to the Virgin Mary and began to 
call on the Lord. His prayers were answered, the 
peace of God filled his heart, and his whole life was 
changed. His family supposed that he had lost his 
reason and treated him accordingly. One day this 
man happened to enter ashoemaker’s shop and spoke 
to the shoemaker of Christ and salvation. To his 
great surprise, he found that others besides himself 
believed as he did, and that they were meeting in San 
Fernando every week for prayer. He now attends 
these evangelical meetings regularly. 

Bolivia. 

From Bolivia, one of the hardest fields in South 
America, the sub-agent, Mr. H. H. Pulling, sends in- 
teresting notes of extensive tours. For instance: “At 
Panduro, our first stopping place, the hour before 
bedtime we spent in the kitchen. On these lofty roads 
the kitchen is generally well frequented on account of 
the cold, and I found the half castes and Spanish- 
speaking Indians quite ready to listen and ask ques- 
tions about the gospel. When there is plenty of flour, 
soup, and potatoes before these people, it is not diffi- 
cult to secure a hearing. The evening resulted in the 
sale of several books, and I was particularly pleased 
when my coachman put his head round the door and 
said, ‘I will buy a Bible.’ The arid plains through 
which we had been traveling were at an elevation of 
more than 12,000 feet above the sea. 


: Peru. 
“ Arequipa, in Peru, lies at an elevation of 7,550 feet, 
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being under the shadow of Mount Misti—a smoking 
volcano. It was formerly the most fanatical and most 
immoral city of South America. In this city Mr. Pen- 
zotti and his colporteurs were kept in prison three 
weeks in 1889 until the President of the republic noti- 
fied the authorities that Bible selling is not a crime. 
All this is now changed. I sold more Bibles in Are- 
quipa than in any other place before in the same 
space of time . On the way to Cuzco I stopped 
at Sicuani, a town of five thousand inhabitants. Here 
a young man bought a fine Bible and said that hence- 
forth he would leave Rome and follow Christ only. 
Incidents of this kind 
give the Bible-seller a 
light step though his 
bag may be heavy.”’ 
The Rev. John P. 
Lewis, who has charge 
of the work in a part 
of Bolivia, says: “A 
man comes to our 
church who belongs 
in Potosi and is very 
anxious that we should 
go there and preach. 
He says that long 
ago a member of his 
family bought a Bible. 
The priest at once or- 
dered it to be burned, 
but they disobeyed, 
and still possess and 
read that Bible. They 
wish further instruc- 
tion. It is very proba- 
ble that this Bible is 
one of a number sold 
in Potosi in 1883, when 
that city was canvass- 
ed street by street 
and almost house by 
house, despite all the 
opposition that the 
Church of Rome could interpose to hinder the work. 
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Quechua Version, 


‘* At present we have in circulation in Peru six dif- 
ferent books of the New Testament in the Quechua 
language. Translation into the dialects spoken by the 
Indians of Peru is a labor which calls for thorough 
acquaintance with those languages. An instance of 
the way in which the Lord can make all things work 
together for good to them that love him, comes to us 
in this connection, A former persecutor of our col- 
porteurs, who at his own order had some of them 
arrested and thrown into prison, a barefoot friar 
named Gonzales, has recently published a vocabulary 
of the Inca languages, comprising some 12 000 Span- 
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ish words, with their equivalent in Aymara and four 
different forms of Quechua. The importance of this 
vocabulary of the Bible translator need not be empha- : 
sized. So this aged persecutor of the agents of the | 
American Bible Society has, by the good hand of

EARLY BIBLE WORKERS IN CUBA, 
HE Rev. E. P. Herrick, Congregational Mis- - 
sionary in Cuba, writes as follows :

‘ver seven thousand Christians to-day is the harvest 
{the Society of those who “ went forth with weeping, 
-earing precious seed.” 

' One of the early workers was E. T. R. Fripp (who 
3 yet living). He was employed as the Agent of 
he American Bible Society in Cuba in 1879—a de- 
‘oted man who labored at a time when every restiic- 
ion was thrown in his way by Spanish officials under 
sriestly control. 

Manuel Toledo was a faithful Bible distributer who 
vent forth one day on his holy mission and never re- 
urned. He wasa Methodist, about forty-five years 
fage. Previously he had lived in Key West where, 
fter suffering from poverty, he had finally secured 
-mployment, but was discharged because he refused 
o work on Sunday. 

Toledo had been warned of his danger, as during 
he years 1891-92 he went from village to village with 
he Bible. He came to a large village in the eastern 
art of Havana Province, knowing that he would en- 
-ounter opposition, and saying: “I go, though I die. 
[ shall go though danger threatens, because my Lord 
-ommands me. I come in the name of Christ to preach 
peace.” 

He was arrested by one of the minions of the cruel 
Tondaviela. 

_ What book is that you carry?” 

‘It is the Bible,’ he replied. 

“Bible? There is no book but the catechism,” said 
he officer, as he prepared for his execution. . 

“But Iam an American citizen.” 

“Tt is not as an American, but asa heretic I kill 
you,” and giving the order to the soldiers, he was 
<illed on the spot. 

‘He died in peace, forgiving his 'foes like Stephen 
f old. 
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It is said that a Spanish soldier who was present, on 
seeing his faith, was converted. 

In Cienfuegos Carlos Beaufuti, a devoted member 
of the Baptist Church, scattered many Bibles and 
sought by preaching and the publication of Za Ban- 
dera Evangelica, a gospel paper, to spread a knowl- 
edge of Bible truth, He was imprisoned, fined, and 
his paper confiscated. 

Bible distributers in Cuba have prepared the way 
for the missionary. Although the priests have de- 
stroyed many of the Bibles, they could not find all,and 
some had hid the word in their hearts. 

Years ago a womanin Camaguey,who had mem- 
orized large portions of the Scriptures, became in- 
sane. Large audiences used to gather to hear her re- 
peat it. The priests could not blot the word from 
the tablets of her memory. 

Pathetic stories of awful tragedies in bygone days. 
come to my ears, one of Brother Echegodie in this 
province, who went from house to house with the 
Bible. 

Arrested by a Spanish official, they gathered his 
Bibles, made a bonfire of them beside his door, and 
by their ashes they slew him, To-day Cardenas is the 
strongest Protestant city in Cuba, and his soul is 
marching on. 

In our church in this city we received recently Jose 
Munozas our deacon,who had begun his studies for the 
priesthood, pursuing them for four years, but finding a 
Bible in a stall in Havana,he bought it and,after study- 
ing it, decided to give up his aspirations to the priest- 
hood and identify himself with the people and God. 
This he did only last January, uniting, with his entire 
family, with the church in which he is already a tower 
of strength. 

The world will never learn, nor will the) Cubans 
themselves know their true character, rights, and ca- 
pabilities as a nation till, flinging aside priestcraft, they 
take God’s Word in its purity as their guide, and 
follow in the upward path to which its holy teachings 
point.

To THE SECRETARIES OF THE AMERICAN 

BrsLE Society, NEw YORK: 

At the last annual meeting of our mission in 
December of 1905, it was decided ‘“‘to set aside the 
first offering of the first, Sunday in Webruary at a 
special service at each station for the ‘Bible Society ;

AFTER FIFTY-SEVEN YEARS, 

HEN it is proposed to organize a careful can- 

vass of a county or a town to distribute the 

Bible among immigrants, people often put lit- 

tle enthusiasm into the work.

He then 
became a missionary to the Roman Catholics in Que- 
bec, and was afterward for many years editor of an 
evangelical newspaper published in Canada in the 
French language, When his health at last gave way, 
he served as pastor of evangelical congregations 
among the French Canadians in several New Eng- 
land factory towns, and now in his old age he is living 
in one of these towns doing what he can to bring his 
compatriots to see the light of the Gospel. -

AMERICAN BIRLE SOCIETY. 
HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held in the Bible House Thursday, May 
3, 1906, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Vice-President 
of the Society, in the chair. 

The Rev.tDr. Riggs read a part of the eighth 
chapter of Romans and offered prayer. 

Among other items of business transacted were 
the following: The Secretaries to enter into the 
arrangements proposed by the Foreign Mission 
Boards of New York and Brooklyn to hold an appro- 


~ priate commemoration of the One Hundredth Anni- 


versary of the ‘‘ Haystack Prayer Meeting.” 

The annual report of the Board of Managers was 
presented by the Secretaries on behalf of the Anniver- 
saries Committee, and after careful consideration was 
adopted for presentation to the annual meeting on 
May ioth. 

The Secretaries reported that arrangements were 
made with Mr. McLaughlin as to the details of his 
appointment as Agent for the Philippines, and that he 
would visit the Japan and China Agencies en route 
to his own field. 

Communications were presented from the Society’s 
Agents inthe West Indies, in China, in Siam, and in 
Brazil. 

Fifty-five grants of books were made in the domes- 
tic field to the value of about $259, including a grant 
to the Golovin Swedish Evangelical Mission in Alaska 
amounting to $16.25, and to the Sunday School Union — 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church Scriptures to the 
amount of $200. 

Foreign grants were made to the Free Methodist 
Mission, Inhambane, South Africa, of Tonga and 
Sheetswa Scriptures amounting to $50, to the Mission- 
ary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church for 
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Bible work in Finland $50, and to the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Church 
for work in Hayti, 50 French Testaments at $7.50. 

The Secretaries reported the following consign- 
ments to Foreign Agencies during the month of 
April under previous appropriations: To the West 
Indian Agency, 2,267 volumes, value $400.24 ; Mexico 
Agency, 4,432 volumes, value $1,334.75. Total vol- 
umes, 6,699; value, $1,774.99. 

The issues from the Bible House for the month of 
April were 98,299 volumes. 


NINETIETH ANNUAL MEETING. 

HE Minutes of the Ninetieth Annual Meeting 
of the American Bible Society, held at the 
Bible House Thursday, May 10, 1906, at half- 

past three o’clock: 


Daniel Coit Gilman, LL.D., President, occupied 
the chair, assisted by Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., 
John Noble Stearns, Esq., and James Wood, Esq., 
Vice- Presidents. 

The following delegates were present, represent-
